people, Mr. Crawley proposed 
that the few stone and m arkers 
which, now rem ain be moved 
to a protected area within the 
cem etery. This would leave the 
whole area easy to mow and 
maintain. 
“A suitable single m em orial 
m arker should be' placed near 
the gravesite of Dr. Laughiin. 
and the m em orial should carry 
the 
names

Hold Line On Taxes, 
Says School Board

The seven m em ber Rushville 
Consolidated School Board voted 
to hold the line on taxes after 
several hours of discussion at 
their regular m eeting last night. 
The 
decision 
cam e 
after 
lengthy discussion on the 1973 
budget. 
ft w-as the second tim e through 
for the budget review*, and the 
board 
m em bers 
again looked 
critically into each item on the 
$3,371,005 
projected 
expendi­ 
tures 
In looking into the budget, Su­ 
perintendent Eugene Huddleston 
noted that they 
m ust project 
costs for 18 m onths in m aking 
up the budget, and he pointed 
out that 
in 
m any 
cases 
the 
figure is a ’’g u esstim ate,” which 
could fluctuate as tim e goes on. 
The Superintendent noted th a t 
the ’73 budget shows “ few er in­ 
creases than we’ve ever had.” 
and he urged the board to con­ 
sider the need for a “ working 
balance” for the corporation. He 
stated th at in som e cases the 
projection of money is precau­ 
tionary, and th at money m ay 
not even be utilized, but he spec­ 
ified “ the tax ra te won’t be af­ 
fected if money isn’t used.” 
Salaries represented the m a­ 
jor increase on the proposed 
budget. President of the Board 
Worth Hodson pointed out that 
the salary figure represents the 
salary increase authorized until 
the first of Jan u ary , and the 
projection of som e increase for 
another half-year. 


In discussion of this item, Mr. 
Huddleston noted that the sal­ 
aries of teachers in the Rush 
County system is about “ aver­ 
age,” in com parison to salaries 
about the suite, and he noted 
that in order to lure and keep 
high quality teachers in the sys­ 
tem the corporation must keep 
with this average. 
Superintendent 
Huddleston 
again displayed pleasure in the 
fact that the budget had gone up 
only the approxim ate $38 thou­ 
sand total. He noted “ the budget 
has always gone up over $100 
thousand until this y ear.” He at­ 
tributed the drop to “ some of 
the moves we m ade” in econo­ 
mising and making efficient use

We' re classified (by our assess­ 
ed valuation) as rich,” he noted, 
“ and by the workings of that 
form ula our state aid will only 
be SI.585 more than last year 
due to our increased assessed 
valuation.” (3) Our projection of 
less pupils brings about less flat 
grant for the school corporation 
at a cost of $40 per pupil; (4) 
Our tuition is lower, based on 
teacher training and experience 
— therefore our corporation re ­ 
ceives less state aid: and (5) a 
mis-evaluation in figuring ex­ 
cise tax ($8.000 less than was 
anticipated in the 
budget for 
this year) brings about a need 
to pick the expenditures up in 
next year’s budget. 
In discussing a possible tax 
rate increase, Mr. Hodson noted. 
“ I think if we advertise the 
budget with an increase in rate 
there is going to he a bad taste 
in the mouth of many people.”

BACK TO THE WOODSHED? 
No doubt the views of a Canadian, sena­ 
tor on corporal punishment for convicts 
will arouse anguished cries of distress 
among the tap-on-the-wrist advocates, 
but they make sense. 
The Canadian senator. Hartland Mol- 
son, spoke out in opposition to proposed 
legislation in the Dominion of Canada 
which would abolish corporal punish­ 
ment in correctional institutions. 
“1 am quite aware,” he said, ‘‘that we 
have passed from the dark ages — we 
have passed from hanging, drawing and 
quartering, from hanging for sheep 
stealing, ¿and from debtors’ prisons—and 
are supposed to be living in an enlighten­ 
ed age. 
“But I sometimes wonder how en­ 
lightened we are when I read of some of 
the violent acts occurring daily on our 
streets; when people fear to go out at 
night . . . Is this what the compassionate 
trend has done for us?” 
Senator Molson said he wondered how 
many members of the Canadian Parlia­ 
ment. in their boyhood, had been given 
“a good whom ping on the backside . . . I 
know I have and I remember it very 
well . .. better than the times I was kept 
in, had privileges reduced, forced to 
write a thousand lines, and suffered 
other punishments of that type... 
“We have all known cases where peo­ 
ple have not been influenced by cor­ 
rectional efforts to straighten them 
out . . . There comes a time when there 
is only one lesson to get across,. I do 
not mean brutality, but a good oldr 
fashioned beating. They will remember 
their beating as I remember mine.” 
The Canadian senator observed that 
motorcycle gangs who use chains are not 
gentle people. And he said it’s all very 
well to slap them on the wrist and send 
them to prison for three months because 
they have caused a disturbance. They 
understand, however, only one thing — 
“what they like to give out they do not 
lik e to receive.” 
Some years ago the story was told of a 
lad who* was being reprimanded by his 
dad. Apparently having finished reading 
some dime novel the boy haughtily told 
his father: “Unhand me, villain, or there 
shall be bloodshed.” Whereupon the fa­ 
ther grimly replied: “Not bloodshed, 
woodshed.” 
A little more of that attitude, at all 
levels, might help solve at least some of 
our problems.

Christians also differ in their constitu­ 
tional makeup. Extrovert personalities 
are more explosive in reacting to the 
Christian experience than are introverts. 
Because this is true, the extrovert is

The introvert believer should deal with 
himself through prayer and commitment 
to the Holy Spirit in order to make pro­ 
gress in emerging from his shell. He 
wants to become more expressive, and 
should relate more to others. 
But the extrovert Christian must be 
careful to make needed adjustments 
also. He must learn that it is not good for 
him to always have the floor, even when 
he is deferred to. Self-discipline for him 
is part of the answer, at least it is the 
first part.

But our experiences are going to vary be­ 
cause our personalities are different. God 
Himself respects our individuality and sc 
should we respect ourselves and one an­ 
other.

Demo Politicians Hail Action 
By Eagleton As ‘Courageous’ 


The Indiana State Police long 
has held a position of respect 
among the nation’s top law en­ 
forcement agencies, with many 
firsts to its credit. 
Scandal has never struck the 
force, blessed with many out­ 
standing superintendents. Con­ 
ditional approval of construction 
contracts for the long overdue 
Law Enforcement Academy is 
the first step in upgrading local 
police forces in the state. 
Recently, 1 interviewed Rob­ 
ert F. Borkenstein, a professor 
of Indiana University’s Depart­ 
ment of Forensic Studies. He 
served 23 years as a member 
of the State Police, heading the 
Laboratory Services at the time 
application of science to crime 
lighting was a new concept. 
Borkenstein said: "There were 
a few state police laboratories 
before ours, but it was one of 
the early ones. Fundamentally, 
introduction of science into in­ 
vestigation of crime began with 
Congress. The Wickersham in­ 
vestigations of the 1929-30 period 
was a look at law enforcement 
to see how it could be improved. 
The 
subcommittee came up 
with a number of recommenda­ 
tions such as the application of 
science to investigations; belter 
training of police officers; and 
more respect for civil liberties.” 
Recently Borkenstein was re­ 
reading an article published in 
1930 in the Journal of Police 
Science. AH of the current Su­ 
preme Court decisions some 40 
years later were spelled out in 
the report such as the Mirandi 
and Escobedo decisions. The re­ 
port recommended a person not 
be interviewed without counsel 
present: the court provide coun­ 
sel if the accused did not have 
a lawyer and limitations on use 
of confessions. 
Borkenstein called the period 
between 
1934-38, the “golden 
years for the Indiana State Po­ 
lice." It was taken out of poli­ 
ties and became a professional 
organization due to the strong 
influence of the Wickersham. 
Comm issio n.. Aggresnive super­ 
intendents accepted new ideas 
and a Governor interested in the 
State Police set the political en­ 
vironment. He called it a “Fer­ 
tile period of innovation.” 
Borkenstein’s interest was in 
photography, and he developed 
new techniques for color photog­ 
raphy when it was still experi­ 
mental. Northwestern Universi­ 
ty had a traffic institute and 
s tudied “ s e lectiv e enforce m ent * * 
for accident investigaton. The 
Indiana State Police became the 
first law enforcement agency in 


the nation to try the new system. 
Photography was used at the 
scene of accidents, and more 
detailed reports made of inves­ 
tigations. Evidence was closely 
studied for offenses, locations 


and times, with enforcement 
directed at places where viola­ 
tions tended to cause crashes. 
The drunkometer was devel­ 
oped and the State Police be­ 
came the first force in the na­ 
tion to use breath tests for law 
enforcement purposes, and the 
first to adopt a law establishing 
blood-alcohol concentrations. A 
group of Naval Ordinance work­ 
ers used their spare time to de­ 
velop a beam of radar to travel 
down a highway and check 
speed of oncoming traffic. 'Train­ 
ing of the force was brought to 
a university campus. 
Borkenstein commented on the 
future role of police. He said: 
“We should have a redefinition 
of the role of a police officer 
in modern society. Is he a mili­ 
tary type, using force for con­ 
trol. or is he a -social worker, 
or does the same person occupy 
different positions on a situa­ 
tional basis? Riot control re­ 
quires one type of 'behavior, 
and patrolling a neighborhood, 
another. It calls for an adapta­ 
ble rather than a rigid officer, 
and personnel selection must 
bring in good material before 
training becomes meaningful.” 
Borkenstein believes science 
can be applied more to police 
work with better personnel. He 
feels the amount of force re­ 
quired can be classified numeri­ 
cally. ranging from, a harsh 
word, to grasping a wrist, force- 
able detention, use of mace, 
shooting to stop, and shooting to 
kill. Situations can be similarly 
classified in broad terms. The 
countermeasure, or amount of 
force can be assigned to each 
situation, and the officer trained 
to exhaust each measure before 
moving up the scale. 
He observed: “You must have 
someone willing, but. not want­ 
ing to use all out force. It Is a 
teachable art but hinges on per­ 
sonnel selection of people who 
are able to use proper judge­ 
ment.” 
He briefly touched on the 
possibility of a state or nation 
wide system of police pensions 
to raise the level of law enforce­ 
ment to a profession, attracting 
high type of individuals. Teach­ 
ers have such a system, able to 
move to other rights they have 
accrued. The law enforcement 
academy is the first good step.

Many Businessmen Still Having 
Hangover From Big Depression 


NEW YORK (AP) — Ameri­ 
can businessmen still have a 
hangover from the days of the 
great depression and are reluc­ 
tant to borrow the funds needed 
to finance their growth and 
help the United States remain 
competitive. 
Very broadly, that’s the con­ 
tention 
of 
some 
financial 
analysts, including The Boston 
Consulting Group, one of sev­ 
eral money management firms 
with a common parent in the 
Boston Company, 
a 
multibil- 
lion-dollar operation. 
Fearing a liquidity crisis, in 
which money cannot be bor­ 
rowed and lenders demand re­ 
payment of loans, these busi­ 
nessmen remain fearful of debt 
and thus must endure 
slow 
growth or even loss of markets. 
In the United States, notes 
BCG, the amount of debt to 
stockholder equity rarely ex­ 
ceeds 50 per cent, although it 
contends 
that 
considerable 
higher ratios are safe if money 
managers are wise. 
In Japan, by contrast, the av­ 
erage corporate borrower uses 
debt equal to five times or 
more of the stated equity. As a 
result, while their profit mar­ 
gins might be lower, they grow 
two or three times faster than 
their 
American 
counterparts 
and threaten to take their mar­ 
kets. 
But 
what 
about 
relatively 
high interest rates? In a report 
on 
“ Risk 
and 
Economic 
Growth” BCG states: “A high 
interest 
rate 
by 
no means 
chokes 
off growth 
anymore 
than a low interest rate accel­ 
erates growth.” 
The rate of interest in itself

Play Essential To Growing Up

CHICAGO (AP) — “Just pre­ 
tending” is more than mere 
play-acting for children, 
say 
two educational 
psychologists 
who add that play is an impor­ 
tant part of growing up, of 
learning to solve problems and 
of getting along with people 
and the environment. 


Dr. Maria Piers, dean of the 
Erikson 
Institute 
for 
Early 
Education, and Barbara Bow­ 
man, co-director, pointed out 
that children who, for one rea­ 
son or another, cannot play 
grow up intellectually, emotion­ 
ally and psychically stunted. 
“ Play is quite literally as im­ 


portant for survival as breath­ 
ing," says Dr. Piers. 


Mrs. Bowman said play for 
the child can be self-therapeut- 
ic in that the child can work 
out his own conflicts and “can 
grapple with the world in mi­ 
crocosm.” 


She noted that among the 
children of many poor families, 
where there is no feeling of se­ 
curity, there is not much dra­ 
matic play—that which involves 
imagination, 


But in some ways. Mrs. Bow­ 
man said, children of the “up­ 
ward-striving 
middle 
class” 
have a more difficult time than 
children from poverty families. 


Their parents are so intent 
upon the children's going to col­ 
lege and "getting ahead in the 
world” that they require them 
to do only things which are 
serious and practical, and they 
\iew play as frivolous, she ex­ 
plained. 


‘Children who don't learn the 
foundations of play don't learn 
to learn,” the psychologist said.

dren to play, although toys may 
be more necessary in the city 
than elsewhere because of the 
lack of "found objects” to play 
with.

WASHINGTON *(AP) — Mo­ 
torists would be required by 
law to fasten their seat belts or 
possibly risk a jail sentence un­ 
der national highway-safety 
standards proposed by the 
Transportation Department. 
The proposal announced by 
the department Tuesday would 
require states to enforce the 
now standards or lose millions 
of dollars in federal highway 
funds. 
Calling the plan an effort to 
eliminate 
the 
state-to-state 
variations in safety regulations, 
the department invited public 
comment during the next 90 
days. The department said it 
intends to implement the plan 
next April. 
The rules, somewhat tougher 
than the department's first 
standardization effort in mid- 
1967, would: 
—Follow through on the cur­ 
rent regulation requiring all 
new cars to carry seat belts by 
also requiring motorists and 
passengers to buckle them. 
—Prohibit 
modification 
of 
safety-related equipment on 
cars, including a ban on dis­ 
connects buzzers which sound 
if seat belts are left unfastened. 
Permit right turns on a red 
traffic signal unless a sign spe­ 
cifically prohibits it. 
—Make it a crime to drive 
with 0.10 per cent or more alco­ 
hol in the blood, the percentage 
already considered the level of 
intoxication in most states. 
—Require a driver to submit 
to a preliminary breath test if 
an officer suspects he has been 
drinking. 
The department also would 
allow officers to make traffic 
arrests without a warrant. 
States would be required to 
set a minimum age of either 16 
or 18 for the first driver’s li­ 
cense, depending on the level of 
driver training the applicant 
had completed. States also 
would have to mandate some 
form of instruction for new li­ 
censees. 
The standards would set stiff 
penalties for a person found 
guilty of driving on a sus­ 
pended or revoked license oi 
violating the limits of a provi- 
lonal license. 
The penalty for driving with 
on unbuckled seat belt usually 
would lío no more t-tinn á repri* 
mand or fine, although in cases 
where death or injury resulted, 
a jail sentence might be im­ 
posed.

DALLAS (AP) — Ninety per 
cent of the nation’s 400,000 pris­ 
oners never go to the prison 
chapel—many 
because 
they 
identify the chaplain with the 
establishment and regard him 
as a part of the punishment 
process. 
"But they’ll listen to someone 
from outside,” says a Dallas 
minister who seeks to reach 
them daily over a radio net­ 
work of more than 60 stations. 
A prisoner’s day dawns with 
little chance of change. It tends 
to be a carbon copy of yester­ 
day. Cut off by the walls from 
whatever he holds dear, the 
prisoner needs to be told he 
isn’t friendless, that there’s 
something still to hope for. 
Dr. Raymond Hoekstra—the 
man they call simply Chaplain

da and Mexico. Cassette tapes 
of his broadcasts go even far­ 
ther afield—to Haiti and Ja­ 
maica, and the big Bilibid Pris­ 
on in Manila. 
Hoeckstra, 58, employs a full­ 
time staff of eight plus some 
volunteers who operate from 
busy offices at the Forest Hills 
Community Baptist church in 
East Dallas. 
A high speed duplicator tapes 
5Vá hours of programs in just 
two minutes, prison fan mail 
averaging 150 letters a day is 
opened and answered, cassettes 
are dispatched to radio stations 
all over the nation. 
Each prisoner who asks for it 
gets a free Bible. 
The big mailing response has 
made Chaplain Ray a kind of 
conselor for many of the prison 
population. He helps where he 
can to answer problems. 
"But the real answer to a 
prisoner’s problems is Christ,” 
says Hoekstra. “Some of the 
most radiant Christians I have 
ever met have been prisoners

'behind bars—even lifers in for 
murder.” 
Hoekstra says one of the 
main things they talk about in 
their letters is the danger they 
face from other prisoners. 
"The number killed or in­ 
jured by guards is small indeed 
when compared with those 
killed and hurt by other prison­ 
ers,” says the radio chaplain. 
"They fear their felow prison­ 
ers more than they fear the 
system.” 
Noting that less than 20 per 
cent of the men in San Quantin 
ever get visitors 
at 
all, 
Hoekstra says: "Married pris­ 
oners should be permitted con­ 
jugal visits with their mates in 
homelike 
facilities 
provided 
within the prison or bv week­ 
end passes outside.” 
Hoekstra says he tries to es­ 
tablish contact with his listen­ 
ers by telling them that Jesus 
himself was a prisoner—that 
He died on death row, con­ 
victed by false accusers for po­ 
litical reasons. "I explain how' 
close He was to the world that 
they know—the w-orld of crimi­ 
nals, and guards, and judges.
